It is-now known that the transaction re- 
ferred to was the purchase by the Lands and 
Leasing Committee of the School Board of 
200 feet of land on Olive street, just west of 
Taylor avenue. The property was purchased 
from Mrs. Belinda C. Hayden of Seattle,

and was negotjated by William T. Mathews 
of the Mathews Real Estate Co., 803 Chestnut 
street. 

Mr. Mathews acknowledges that he ma- 
nipulated the deal, and that when the trans- 
fer was made to the School Board he con- 
cealed his own identity in the matter by 
using his clerk, William H. Oxley, as a 
dummy. His explanation for this is that it 
Was done to avoid making the business of 
the firm public.

THE. TROUBLED . TRANSYAAL. 


New Complications Threaten to Bring 
About Another Crisis. 


PRETORIA, Transvaal, Feb. 14.—Presi- 
dent Krueger has declined to visit England. 
In his message to Mr. Chamberlain he 
complains of the publication of Mr. Cham- 
berlain’s dispatch proposing certain reforms 
as embarrassing to the Transvaal Govern- 
ment, and he announces that his Govern- 
ment will not suffer any interference with 
its internal affairs. President Krueger also 


says that he considers that the situation has 
been greatly aggravated by Mr. Chamber- 
lain’s sugges don. 

Mr. Cecil Rhodes' return, the publication 
of Mr. Chamberlain’s dispatch and the reply 
thereto of President Krueger have led the 
people to believe that trouble is again im- 
pending. The Governmen? is undoubtedly 
much incensed at what is considered the dis- 
courtesy of Great Britain in publishing 
the Chamberlain dispatch before its delivery 
here. Its contents meet wish the approval 
of no party. The Uitlanders regard the sug- 
gested remedy as impracticable, unsuitable 
and tending to emphasize existing differ- 
ences, instead of healing them, at Johannes- 
burg. There is the best authority for stat- 
ing that President Krueger’s.reply to Mr. 
Chamberlain is really intended for home con- 
sumption, and does not imply a destre to rup- 
ture negotiations. It is believed that Presi- 
dent Krueger is still anxious to visit Eng- 
land. The Hollanders and Germans are doing 
their best to prevent him, but the Govern- 
ment believes that a permanent agreement 
‘s only possible by personal negotiations be- 
— resident Krueger and M. Chamber- 
ain. 


LONDON, Feb. 14.—The London papers 
say that another Transvaal crisis is impend- 
ing. The newest suggestion is that the 
whole affair was worked up by stock jobbers, 
and the question as to Rhodes’ complicity 
is displaced by new questions. Did Krueger 
connive at the speculator’s scheme, in the 
hope of .ridding the country of British 
suzerainty? Did he count on the support of 
the German Government? Was the German 
Government privy to the scheme? Is this 
why the Kaiser so promptly and energet- 
ically took a part in the African trouble with 
his sensational telegram? 

In the House of Commons late last night 
Henry Labouchére moved an amendment 
to the address on the Queen’s speech re- 
quiring a thorqugh vestigation of the 
South African Comp ‘ 

rnold Foster, the Unionist ally of the 
Government, seconded Labouchere. 

Mr. Chamberlain, in the course of his 
reply, said; ‘If an inquiry into the matter 
was held would include the objects de- 
manded by Mr. Labouchere’s amendment. 
No one knows what is coming out at the 
trial of Jamison, or at that now going on 
in Pgetoria, It will be watched with care, 
and if the House does not get all informa- 
tion wanted it will be able to obtain it. 
The Government has an open mind as to 
the nature of the inquiry.“

lain said, was that of the thirty thousand 
shareholders, in the Chartered Company 
ten thousand were Frenchmen.

Mr. Morgan’s visit to Washington on 
Wednesday was supplemented by a long 
conference with Conrad Jordan, the 
Assistant Treasurer. They were in secret 
ultation for an hour yesterday, and 
evéry one in financial circles wanted. to 
know what it all was about. The Treasury 
is not getting in the gold whfch was ex- 
pected from the bond issue, and it may be 
that the reserve will not reach the $100,000,- 


000 point. 

So many persons bid who had not the 
gold that the withdrawals on the reserve 
are heavy. It is possible that some of the 
bidders may fail to make their first pay- 
ment of 20 per cent due on Saturday. it 
is believed that Mr. Morgan has agreed 
to take up all of these bids at the price 
offered by him, which was a small fraction 
above the bid of John A. Stewart, who 
represented about 200 men who had their 
own gold with which to pay for the bonds.
